beet* repo rted by Dr. A. W. Williams, 
assistant directo r o f the department’s 
research labo rato ry.

tbeir names: Mr. Pneumo co ccus and 
Mr. Influenza Bacillus, bo th o f who m 
have fig ured much in the newspa­ 
pers recently, and Mr. Micro co ccus 
Catarrhalis, who is co mparatively un­ 
kno wn. 
Befo re the bacterio lo g ical labo rato ry 
made its repo rt there had been a dif­ 
ference o f o pinio n in the department 
as to the cause o f the disease. Co m­ 
missio ner Emerso n blamed Mr. Pneu- 
mo co ccus and Dr. C. F. Bo ldman, head 
o f the department o f public health edu­ 
catio n, blamed Mr. Influenza Bacillus. 
MIcro co ccu8 Catarrhalis was no t ev en 
suspected. 
It "was anno unced tbat Dr. Williams’ 
examinatio n had sho wn that the influ­ 
enza bacillus was present in abo ut 
half the cases. The pneumo co ccus in 
nearly all the cases and the micro co c­ 
cus catarrhalis in a g reat many cases.

The micro co ccus ca­ 
tarrhalis is similar to the mening itis 
g erm, but o therwise different 
These o bjects are referred to by the 
health department physicians in tbeir

refer to them as just plain bug s.

INTRODUCING REAL CAUSES 


Of> PRESENT GRIP EPIDEMIC. 


They Have Long Crime Records, and 


Even Their Names Sound Criminal. 


Callers at the New 1'ork health de- 


partment are introduced to the causes 
of tbe grippe epidemic as they have 
bee* reported by Dr. A. W. WiHiams, 
assistant director of the department's 
research laboratory. Let us mention 
their names: Mr. Pneumococcus and 
Mr. luftueiiza Bacillus, both of whom 
have figured much In the newspa- 
pers recently, and Mr. Microeoecus 
CatJirrhalis, who is comparatively un- 
known. 


Before the bacteriological laboratory 


made its report there had been a dif- 
ference of opinion in the department, 
as to the cause of the disease. Com- 
missioner Emerson blamed Sir. 1'neu- 
mococcus and Dr. C. F. Boldman, head 
of the department of public health edu- 
cation, blamed Mr. Influenza Bacillus. 
Micrococcus Catarrhalis was not even' 
suspected. 


It TVIIS announced that Dr. Williams' 


examination had shown that the influ- 
enza bacillus was present in about 
half the cases. The pneumococcus In 
nearly all the cases and the micrococ- 
cus catarrhalis in, a great many cases. 
Hence, 
indictments were returned 


against all three. Tbe micrococcus ca- 
tarrhalis is similar to the meningitis 
germ, but otherwise different 


These objects are referred to by the 


health department physicians In their 
learned medical books as microbes, 
germs or bacilli, but when they speak 
of them in ordinary eon'-wrsation the1? 
refer to them as Just plain bugs. 
It 


was explained that these "bugs" are so 
small that from 7,500 to 50,000 of them 
can roost on a hair an inch long. 


SLANG REVEALS DEFICIT. 


Teacher Say* "Loose Thinking "and 


Loose Speech" Are Detrimental. 


"Slang is a convincing proof of the 


mental deficiency of its users," declar- 
ed Dr. Carl G. Doney, president of 
Willamette university, Salem, Ore., at 
the convention of the Oregon State 
Teachers' association in Medford. He 
deplored the increasing use of It and 
urged the teachers to use their influ- 
ence to stamp out "loose thinking aria 
loose speech in America." 


He called attention to the "growing 


inaccuracy of speech among educated 
Americans." 


"Language," he said, "is the man. 


We are merely what our powers of 
speech allow, for, no matter how lofty 
or profound our ideas, they only equal 
our ability to express them."

Than the Servant Is Like a Mem 


ber of the Family.

The French people have not, eo far 


produced a spiritually tervUe cUaa 
The occupation meet dangerooi to the 
soul—that of personal service—ha» no 
resulted (or the people of France In 
fluokvlsm on the one band and su 
perlor airs on the other. 


There is something in the potoe and 


motion of French working girls, in 
their feerlese eyea and vibrant voices 
that suggests a fluid and mobile socla, 
structore -which deepens the Impres 
sion of rigidity in the life acrom the 
channel and beyond the Rhine. French 
people of the more favored classes are 
never heard bemoaning the decay of a 
"proper" servant class. On the con 
trary, If yon speak to them of the 
striking contrast between the French 
proletariat and that of other countries 
—theirs BO natural and gay, the others 
sd humble or so sullen or both—they 
Instantly expand with pride. "Exact 
lyP they exclaim. "Our Urave French 
people! Just aa good aa monsieur, aa 
madame, but also no better!" 


The status of the French domestic 


derives In. part at least from the weigh 
of responsibility under which she 
serves. For ber mistress Is neither a 
careless housekeeper nor an indlffereni 
mother. It is precisely because the 
Frenchwoman loves ber children so ar 
deotly, so romantically, ooa might say 
and because her quick, intelligent grasp 
of material situations makes her an 
excellent economist at home that she 
requires and establishes to the house- 
hold not a common servant, not a 
"mother's helper," but a woman of In- 
telligence and character, a woman oft- 
en young and untried, but with the 
true ring, who is or soon becomes ca 
pable of assuming direct responsibility 
for the care of the children and the 
house—a woman who deserves and re- 
ceives the consideration due to the 
head of an Important department in 
the management of the family life. 


French children are notoriously spoil 


ed. The little monarchs are kept on a 
pedestal well into the age of moral re 
sponsibility. Father, mother, all the 
older relatives, vie with one another In 
admiring and indulging them. With 
this understanding of the term and 
scope of to* child's autocratic reign, 
one can afford to laugh at turbulent 
scenes in which he puts to rout every 
adult in the house except his bonne. 
At the mere sight of her the little des 
perado begins to quiet down. He is In 
the presence of tile only person who 
has, so far, exercised any rational au 
thorrty over him, the person before 
whom he feels the beginnings of shame 
at doing wrong. 


The bonne Is tfae most important per- 


son la the family group-, so far as Ita 
material well being is concerned. And 
morally, spiritually, she Is a true mem 
ber of the family. It te not for nothing 
that the word "bonne" means "good" 
aa well aa "nurse." 


It may be that the prevailing good 


relation between masters and servants 
In France has a very simple explana- 
tion—simple and yet profound. It may 
be that it springs at bottom from the 
warm affections of the people. They 
cannot live without love and senti 
men*. Better than any other people 
they know how to keep alive the ro- 
mance of friendship, of love and even 
of that Inherently bad relation, master 
and slave. 


The French servant who has no fam- 


ily ties—and often the one who h 
throws her whole heart and soul into 
the family life of her master and mis- 
tress. 


She must love—she must serve—she 


must be loved. And the French master 
and mistress understand. 
Each one 


Idealizes the sentiments of the other. 
In a word, the romance of the situa- 
tion grips them all> French literature 
Is crowded with examples of mistress 
and servant whose Intimacy shows no 
trace of condescension on the one side 
or of servility on the others.—J. Fran 
jes Cooke IB New Bepublic.

been retracted through the efforts of 
members of the Douma.

who

visited America and is well known to 
American 
suffrage 
and 
political 


leaders, has been granted permis- 
sion by the Minister of the Interior 
to reside in the city of Irkutsk, ac- 
cording 
to 
information 
received 


here today by Miss Alice 
Stone 


Blackwell. Editor in Chief of The 
Roman's Journal & Suffrage \ews, 
through a Russian friend in Europe. 
At the time of the order banishine 
Mrs. Breshkovsfcy to Yakutsk ;n the 
extreme north of bleak Siberi'i. it 
was felt by her American 
friends 


that she would perish there, as even 
the vounsr and 
hardy do not lone 


withstand the rigors of the elements 
in thnt place. 


Recently, however, Mrs. Bresh- 


kovsky was granted permission to 
return to the milder climate of Irk- 
utsk. 
She 
was 
notified 
that the 


governor of the province would as- 
sign her a place of residence in one 
of the smaller cities. 
A few days 


ago the aged 
prisoner 
arrived 
in 


Irkutsk after journeying 3,400 miles. 
2,000 by steamer and the last 1.400 
(after the Lena river became a solid 
cake of ice,) overland. Political pri- 
soners of Mrs. Breskovsky's grade 
are not permitted to remain m the 
capital eity «£ any Siberian prov- 
ince, but this rule has been disre- 
garded in her favor. In Irkutsk Mrs. 
Breshkovsky 
will have more com- 


forts and can receive medical care. 
She is being blinded by cataracts 
over both eyes, though she is still 
able to read. Letters 
may be ad- 


dressed to Mrs. Breshkovsky in care 
of The Governor of Irkutsk, Siberia, 
Asia, via Japan. Mrs. Breshkovsky 
was banished 
because of her 
ex- 


pressed political beliefs concerning 
Elussian governmental affairs.
